supply 
of m edicinal whisky had dw indled 
since distilling was halted und er 
the E ighteenth am endm ent to 9,- 
549,071 gallons. 
About 1,500,000 gallons are w ith­ 
draw n from this stock each year 
and, 
taking 
probable 
evapioratlon 
into consideration, the to tal if con­ 
sidered sufficient to m eet legal re ­ 
quirem ents for only five years. 
About 2.000.000 gallons, the com ­ 
m issioner announced, will be pro ­ 
duced nex t year so tha t the re ­ 
quirem ent for four-year ageing can 
be com plied w ith and. allowing for 
evaporation of 400.000 gallons, pro ­ 
vide a full year's supply in storage 
in 1934.
